In transliteration of the Arabic alphabet we have 
followed the following system: 
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What is Dar-ul-Ehsan?

Here it is humbly desired to demonstrate 
practically the teaching of the Holy Qur’an and the 
Sunnah (Tradition) of the Holy Prophet Muhammad 
éX5i%, the fountain-head of Islam. 

People throughout the world from all walks of life, 
those who practise a little to those who practise their 
religion profusely, visit the Institute. In this way they 
satisfy their religious aspirations. 

Sessions of Dhikrullah (remembrance of Allah the 
Almighty) are held, missionary parties of those with
